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On September 5, the 16 
PSL clubs will be asked to 
vote for or against the 
plan to reverse the 
season, starting in Oc- 
tober 1982. 

If, as expected, ” the 
majority of the clubs 
vote ‘yes,’ the controver- 
sial ‘summer soccer’ 
becomes a reality. 

There is_no chance 
that the ASF would veto 
the plan.

EDITORIAL 


It seems we will have to shed our customary 
modesty once again., 

The idea of reversing the PSL seasons was first 
publicly advocated by this newspaper. 

After private discussions with Sir Arthur George 
in 1979, on September 13 of the same year we 
wrote: 

“If soccer...really wanted to get crowds...it 
would have to change seasons...in our climate it 
would be quite possible to start the PSL in Sep- 
tember and finish in March or April, playing on 
Wednesdaand Friday evenings...” 

Firmly believing in the idea, we revived it again 
in February 1980. 

Following a number of talks and interviews with 
leading US soccer officials in New York and Los 
Angeles, we published a series of four long 
features outlining the American set-up. 

In one of them we wrote: 

“The soccer season has to be changed or at least 
shifted to avoid head-on collision with Aussie Rules 
and rugby league."’ (Feb.21, 1980). 

“The ASF should call for an urgent, very detailed 
and very sincere study to find ways of making the 
necessary changes.” 

From then on, the ASF, through its Marketing 
organisation, took up the idea. 

On July 7 the PSL Management Committee

Much of the criticism 
levelled against ‘summer 
soccer’ is based on the 
belief that in the months 
of October to May it's too 
hot to play ‘good soccer 
in Australia. 

| Are we playing good 
soccer in the other mon- 
ths now...?/ 

What the critics keep 
forgetting—or what's 
worse, ignoring—is that 
almost all of the matches 
would be played in the 
evenings. 

And in most 
cities—probably even in 
Brisbane—you do need a 
jumper on a lovely sum- 
mer evening... 

But let's take this 
heat-doubt a bit further. 

There were howls. of 
outraged protests when it 
was announced that the 
1970 World Cup finals in 
Mexico would be staged 
in the summer. 

The protests increased 
to a crescendo when it 
was learned that, to suit 
European TV schedules, 
the matches would have 
to be played in day-time, 
quite often at 2pm. 


The heat—and Mexico 
City's _ altitude—would 
lead to scores of deaths 
among the players and 
the standard of football 
would be terrible. 

That, anyway, was the 
prediction of the British 
Press. 

What did happen? 

duly, 1970, World Soc- 
cer (London) editorial: 
“Blood-bath in Mexico 
did not materialise...” 

August 1970, same 
magazine, by noted 
writer Eric Batty: 

“The fears regarding 
altitude and ‘heat had 
been groundless; in fact, 
had a - beneficial ef- 
fect...they combined to 
slow. the game down. 
This has been one of 
soccer's greatest 


“noble 


problems in the past 
decade: that the pace of 
the game is such that 
players have no time ‘to 
look around and think... 

“To play at the ac- 
customed speed would 
have been suicidal. 
Thus...the game was 
stowed down and where 
speed and power had 
dominated skill and in- 
telligence for a decade, 
now it was the artists 
who held the upper 
hand..." 

In the same issue of 
the magazine, the 
illustrious Brian Glan- 
ville wrote: 

“The 1970 World Cup 
was...over all...the most 
encouraging we have 
had since the 
war...because in a dour 


age of defence and 
negativity, an age in 
which ‘work-rate" has 


seemed to __ take 
precedence over 
creativity...a team won 
despite its defence...” 


Again the same 
magazine, this time 
Leslie Vernon: 

“Against all expec- 


tations, this was a truly 
competition, a 
great propaganda for the 
game..." 

Three views from well 
known and extremely 
well informed and 
widely travelled soccer 
writers on a World 
Cup—played in the 
summer heat of the day 
in hot Mexico... 

Indeed, anybody who 
does remember — the 
series will recall that af- 
ter the usual drab start (a 
World Cup tradition by 
now), Mexico produced 
some brilliant matches. 

“Brilliant Brazil crush 
Uruguay” and “Seven- 
goal thriller” (Italy v. 
West Germany) were 
some of the headlines. 

England “failed” but 
not because of the heat.

(Clear reference 
to European TV demands 
for early afternoon star- 
ts.) 

“The combined effec- 
ts of / altitude and heat / 
caused some players to 
lose normal standards of 
physical condition 
which, in turn, affected 
playing standards. 

“However, football is a 
game of skill and it is 
possible therefore to use 
tactical and technical 
skills to control the speed 
of play. 

“It would be wrong to 
discount the weakening 
effects of heat and high 


altitude; it would be 
equally wrong to 
exaggerate them.”

‘charts and met statistics. 

Excerpts 

Summer heat and high 
humidity were perceived as being 
the single biggest issue op- 
Posing the concept of changing 
the playing season, Most of the. 
publicity created has centred 
around the supposed hardships 
expected it Australian soccer |s 
to be played in what has been 
tagged 'the summer month: 

‘The concept was never put 
forward on the basis thal we 
maintain the Sunday 3pm kick-off 
time. There is no point in re 
elaborating on this. 

Neither has anyone taken into 
consideration that when extreme 
temperatures occur quite sud- 
denly, that a new rule would need 
to be introduced which allows a 
game to be called off or post- 
poned because of heat, in the 
same way that reterees or the 
‘Secretary has the right to post. 
one in the event of wind and 
rain. 

{tis obvious that we would en- 
joy warmer months through a 
playing season that commences 
in October and concludes in May. 
Thiat in fact was the whole reason 
behind the proposal that by 
having @ warmer environment in 
‘which the game Is being played, 
iL would be more conducive for 
spectators to be encouraged to 
attend the games, 

If one goes back over previous 
years.one can ascertain that in 
the majority the temperatures are 
Stilf favourable for playing. soc- 
cer 

However there are always 
anomalies, and the erratic 
behaviour’ of weather patterns 
‘an never be precisely projected. 

One has to treat the maximum 
temperatures published in 
meteorological data as being the 
‘unusual and, in some cases could 
provoke the call-off or post: 
ponement clause. 

The key is in analysing the 
average high of both tem: 
peratures and humidity at various 
times of the day and then plan- 
ning the playing season and ac- 
tual kick-off times accordingly. 

Hence in looking at Sydney, 
one can see that in January the 
average temperature is a high at 
26 degrees and a low at 19 
degrees. The humidity at 3pm is 
approximately 60 percent in 
January. 

Interestingly in Sydney, 
January has an average of 14 rain 
Gays a5 opposed to 17 in May. 
‘There is less likelihood of games 
being washed out or spectators 
kept away because of adverse 
weather conditions. 

Newcastle enjoys similar tem- 
peratures and humidity levels, 

In Melbourne in January the 
average temperature is ap- 
proximately 25 dearees with
